A lot of people have been conceding the pennant 
to the Red Sox this time, figuring that Ted Wil- 
liams should be back in form next season — and the 
addition of pitchers Rae Scarborough and Bill 
Wight should make the big difference. 

A lot of others like the Yankees again. They 
say that year after year folks expedt the Yankees 
to collapse, and it just doesn’t happen.

They claim the Tigers were just too raw to take 
it away last year, although they fought right down 
to the wire. The team, they continue, will be sea- 
soned this time, and improved, and that nobody 
can stop it. 

✓ • 

As to the Indians, for, the American League 
pennant, knowing them, I am confident they are 
ready, they have the power now, and they are a 
re-made team. 

So I pick the Indians with full confidence that 
they are the best team in the" American League: 
best in fielding, hitting, pitching and team spirit. 

Luke Easter, our first baseman, was only a 
rookie last season, with tremendous pressure on 
his shoulders. It took him fully, half the season to 
get going for fair. But once he straightened away, 
he showed flashes of his real power. This year thg 


great burden should be off him and there is no 
stronger power hitter in the league than big Luke. 

At second and short we have a combination that 
is only now maturing. Ike Boone at shortstop and 
Bob Avila .at second also were rookies last year, 
though Boone had played part time before.' This 
year they, too, will be seasoned and more de- 
pendable. 

At third base, we have the spectacular A1 Rosen, 
another rookie last season. He belted the cover off 
the ball for us and became one of the power hitters 
of the circuit. He should be even better this year. 

\ 

Rookie Simpson looks good, hit .335 in Coast 
League — over 30 home runs. Dale Mitchell, our 
left fielder, had an off year in 1950. Larry Doby 
in center still has ta measure up to his power po- 
tential. ,Bob Kennedy is a strong thrower, able 
fielder, and good hitter. Thurman Tucker is as fleet 
an outfielder as anybody around these days. Yes, 
the outfield is all set. And remember this: we have 
the best catcher in the league in Jim Hegan. 

That brings us up to the pitchers. But who has 
to worry about pitchers like Bob Lemon and Early 
Wynn? I won’t speak about the fact that I had a 
little better yehr last time than anybody gave me 
credit fcrr. Examine the earned run figures' alid 
yop’ll find me up there with the first five. If I do 
better this year, that along,could mean a flag. You 
can bet I’ll be in there giving it everything. 

* • * 

The next three spots in theleague figure to be a 
toss-up between the Red Sox, Yankees and Tigers. 
I think they will finish in about that order, but 
any one of those teams not only could beat out 
the others — they could beat out anybody if things 
broke right. 

I like the Red Sox for second because they added 
Wight and Scarborough, and also because Ted 


Williams should be himself again this time. His 
bad accident in the All-Star game cost the Red ' 
Sox his services for a long time last season. The 
addition of those two pitchers — on top of the 
enormous Boston power hitting — makes the club 
a threat all the way. Also Boudreau's inspiration 
and fight. 

Rounding out the American League, the second 
division teams figure to be closely bunched also? 
Just guessing now, I rate them this way: the 
Browns fifth, Senators sixth, and then the White 
Sox and A ’s'. (Listen, fellows — don’t get mad at 
me for this. It isn’t the way I might like to see it. 
It’s just the way they look off the records!) 

• • • 

Now for the National League. The Dodgers, 
heavy favorites last year, never really got rolling 
the way they should have. Almost everybody 
agrees they could have won if they ever got going 
as a unit. It just never happened last year, that’s 
all; call it one of those unlucky seasons. 

Remember that Don Newcombe, their pitching 
ace, was expected to be a possible thirty-game 
winner. But he had arm trouble in the spring and 
didn’t come around to something like his true 
form until mid-season. Neither did Ralph Branca. 
Preacher Roe, who carried their pitching burden 
almost by himself during the early seasop, tailed 
off a little toward the end because of that over- 
whelming load. And then Erv Palica, a real hard- 
throwing youngster, didn’t find himself until late 
in the season. 

When you consider that the Dodgers still made 
a fight of it — and didn’t lose out to the Phillies 
until the last game of the season — you have to 
figure all those misfortunes won’t occur again. So 
you have to go with the Dodgers in the National 
League this time. 

This means they would beat out - last year’s 
champs, the Phillies. But the Phillies may have 
trouble from another direction, too! 

Remember what happened with the Giants last 


year? For the first month they couldn’t win for 
losing. Then they began to play better, but not 
sensationally. Then they kept getting hotter. By 
the end of the year they had climbed to third plat/ 
and were the hottest club in all baseball! They 
added two real fine pitchers, Jim Hearn and fial 
Maglic. They still have one of the National 
League’s best, Larry Jansen. They have the im- 
proving, fast-balling Montie Kennedy, and the 
cool, steady veteran, Dave Koslo. They are an- 
other team that seasoned some, fine rookies last 
year— Hank Thompson at third, Monte Irvin at 
first, Don Mueller in right field. And their biggest 
star, Bobby Thomson, had a slump that lasted 
nearly all season long! This year, with Thomson 
back ill form, and the rest of that solid club in- 
spired by Eddie Stanky as it was last year, it not 
only may beat out the Phillies for second — it might 
give the Dodgers a real race for the flag! 

So I like the Giants to finish second, the Phillies 
to come in third, and the Cardinals to round out 
the first division. Last season the Braves finished 
fourth and the Cards fifth. But I think that — with 
both of these veteran teams — the Brave vets may 
fade a little farthor than the Card vets this time. 
And remember those Cards have The Man Musial, 
almost a one-man team. 

One more word on the Giants and Phillies: I 
know the Giant team better than any. other Na- 
tional League club. We play those long exhibition 
series with them every year. And this year they 
look stronger than I can remember them in my 
whole big league career! Also, the Phillies have to 
rally from their disastrous beating by the Yankees 
in the World Scries. 

For the other finishers in the N. L., the race is a 
toss-up between the Pirates, Cubs and Reds. 

« • * 

I might as well go all the way out on the. limb: 
the Dodgers and Indians to meet in the World 
Series; the Indians to win it, four out of five games.
